rl ho story of the murder aud conspir- J 
acy which Jones outlined on Tuesday ' 
he yesterday filled in with a wealth of 
detail with wonderful 
coolness aud 
nerve. 
According to the story « f the valet, 1 
he and Patrick bad drawn up the bogus 
Will and were waiting with what pa­ 
tience they could f* r old man Rice to; 
die when a null burned down in Texas. J 
Rice’s connections there desired to re­ 
build it and he spoke of advancing the 
ti On, OGO or #125,000 required to replace 
the burned property. 
“ Patrick told me to use all my in­ 
fluence. 
said Jones, “wit Ii Rice not to 
rebuild the mill as that woald Hike all 
the ready rash from the estate.” 
But Rice insisted on advancing the 
money and presently authorized a draft 
for #25,000 from one of his correspon­ 
dents fti Texas. 
Word of the draft ar- 
rivi-d in New York on Saturday aud , 
Jones, in accordance with Ins compact, i 
told Patrick about it. 
It w as only #25, | 
OOO, but according to tile valet Patrick 
felt that he could not spare even this j 
much out of the millions that ho was 
already counting as bis own, 
"He then said,” testified Jones, “th a t! 
he would have to do something to g e t; 
Rice out of th*- way before Monday I 
when the draft wookl arrive.” 
Eveu more illustrative of the caution I 
aud thoroughness of the alleged plot 
conceived aud carried out by the meu i 
was another instance related by Jones. 
The manager of Rice’s estate in Texas— 
a mail named Cohen—was in the habit 
of sending a check made out in in his j 
name for his salary to Rice monthly 
Ri**e paid him by signing the check and 
mailing it liack to him. 
When one of 
these checks came along and after Rice 
had signed it and given it to Jones to 
mail, Jones turned it over to Patrick in 
order that the latter might practice on 
the signature. 
The next check that 
came from Cohen was signed with the 
forgery of Rice’s name and sent along 
in order by its passage through the 
banks of Texas they might test the, 
merit of their forgery. 
The experiment 
was an entire success and gave them 
great confidence in the greater forgeries 
yet to come. 
There was one point at which it was 
confidently expected Jones would give 
amu- sign of emotion. 
It was even au- 
tieipated that he would break down. 
Ibis WM when he was asked about the 
effort he had made at suicide in the 
Tombs, but expectation was again dis­ 
appointed 
He told of Patrick’s su g g e s­ 
tio n that he take the whole blume of 
the whole thing, of his refusal to do so, 
of Patrick’s handing him a knife with 
which to cut his throat and of th* 
throat cutting Itself with as Iii tie feel 
ing as he showed the day before when 
he told how he chloroformed his help­ 
less millionaire bane factor. 
But it was on cross examination that 
Joues really demonstrated that he was 
emotion-proof 
R obert Iv Moore, Pat­ 
rick’s lawyer, and the same man who 
saved Dr. Kennedy from the death chair 
at th*- recent trial, went about the cross 
examination in a spirit of thoroughness 
that would have dismayed most men. 
Gradually he felt along the outlines ot 
Jones’ story until he had satisfied him­ 
self that there was nothing to be gained 
by a patient siege, a d then he attempt­ 
ed to storm Jones’ position. 
When he 
spoke of the killing of Rice he called it 
murder aud he kept the electric chair in 
the mi tit! of the man on the witness- 
stand, who answered everything as 
calmly and quietly as if the thing wai 
merely a perfunctory rehearsal. 
It wa* 
impossible to shake the testimony of 
tho witness. 
He had a memory like an

Establishing an asylum for imbeciles 
in con n ection with the Abilene epileptic 
asylum. 
Providing for the transfer of children 
from one school district to another. 
Providing for the cancellation and de­ 
struction of chattel mortgages after six 
years. 
Prohibiting cruelty to animals. 
Prohibiting railroads from removing 
their general ofb -es, shops or round- . 
houses from any town which has given 
a valuable consideration 
therefor, or 
where they have been located five years 
with an amendment exempting roads 
which have been consolidated, by acts 
of the legislature with other roads. 
Declaring a G. O. D. shipment of 
liquor into a local upturn precinct to be 
a sale. 
The senate finally passed the house 
six months’ appropriation bill amended 
in a good many particulars. 
The bill 
will be sent to the house for concurrence 
in the amendments. 
Mr. Beaty secured the final passage of 
the house bill permitting surety aud 
guaranty companies having deposits in 
the state treasury to exchange securities 
for cash. 
After a lengthy wrangle the senate 
bvik up the house bill relating to the 
finding of minerals on school lands. 
Ii 
was amended aud passed. 
Mr Hunger called up and had finally 
passed under a suspension of the rules 
his bill authorizing tile Northern Texas 
Construction company to build its line 
from Dallas to Fort Worth. 
Mr Turner secured final passage of 
his bill permitting the sale on 40 years’ 
time isolated sections or fractious of 
sections of school land. 
The senate passed the final house bill 
prohibiting railroads from letting John­ 
son grass grow on right of ways. 
A bill was passed authorizing regu­ 
larly chartered railroads to make exten­ 
sions anti issue bonds thereon to the 
full value of the new property, aud pro 
vidiug that tile lieu created shall be only 
on the extension or newly constructed 
line. 
Mr. Beaty secured the final passage 
of his bill authorizing the Gulf, Colora­ 
do and Santa Fe Railway company tc 
purchase and operate the properties of 
the Gulf, Beamont and Kansas City 
and Gulf, Beaumont and Great North­ 
ern railways.

Washington, April 4.—Tho organiza­ 
tion of th,. Spanish war claims commis 
sum which will I* effected next week, 
with I .x-Senator t handler as president, 
is drawing fresh attention to Culler 
claims. 
The total amount of damage? 
asked now foots up #30,000,000, and 
though six months is allowed for film* 
claims after the commission organizes, 
it is not probable that the list will Im 
greatly extended. 
Nearly all the jHiid- 
lug claims have been taken up by law­ 
yers as contingent ones, the usual foe 
stipulated being .MJP , per cent of the 
amount allowed. 
One finn, which ha? 
a large international business lias filed 
claims for various clients to the aggre­ 
gate amount of #3,000,000. 
There are a number of claims of Cu­ 
ban-.Americans which wore taken up bx 
tin* state department and pressed on tin 
Spanish government for rejiaration foi 
injuries inflicted or for imprisonment. 
In two or throe cases of this kind tin 
Spanish government 
had agreed 
ti 
make compensation for the injuries 
Among these is that of Mrs. Ruiz, th* 
widow of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, who it was 
charged was killed in jail near Havana 
in the last days of President Cleveland’? 
administration. 
Mrs. Ruiz flied a claim 
for #75,000 damages and since the death 
of her husband hasbeen living in Wash­ 
ington in poverty. 
It is part of the un 
written history of the Spanish-America 
war that the Spanish government had 
agreed to pay this claim, when the ex­ 
plosion of the Maine ended all possibil­ 
ity of a peaceful settlement of the 
Cuban question. 
Among the claimants for property 
losses there are a few’ Spaniards who 
may get some compensation because 
they managed to have their plantations 
placed in American hands or had formed 
American 
partuerhips. 
There 
are 
also a few Cuban planters whose estates 
were so heavily mortgaged that they 
were glad to let them pass into Ameri­ 
can ownership. 
Some subjects of Euro* 
powers also managed to acquire Ameri­ 
can citizenship, just as a good many 
Cubans acquired it. 
One of this class 
of naturalized Europeans has a claim 
for nearly #1,000,000 for damages done 
to his plantation. 
A glance at the list of claimants show! 
that about three-fourths of them are 
Cuban or Spanish names. 
One heavy 
claim is made by a Cuban planter, who 
was a leading spirit in the insurrection 
and whose plantation was for a time the 
headquarters of Maceo. 
He was in Ha 
va na all through the insurrection, and 
while the Spanish authorities suspected 
him of complicity in it they never wen 
able to catch him, and his American 
citizenship protected him from arrest on 
mere suspicion- 
Another claimant is an 
American citizen who represented 
number of manufacturing concerns in 
the United States, and who had lived 
in Cuba for 80 or 40 years. 
He ask 
about #300,000 for damages suffered 
through the interruption of his business 
I Several of the bona fide American 
claimants may be embarrassed by their 
action in the insurrection. 
As a rule 
the genuine American citizens who had 
property interests in Cuba, though they 
despised the Spanish government, had 
no sympathy with the insurgents. 
Du- 
puy de Louie, when he was the Spanish 
minister, enlisted this class to show that 
there was no real insurrection aud that 
the island was pacified. 
They wrote 
letters declaring that everything wa? 
moving smoothly aud that there was no 
interruption of work on the plantations 
One of the most prominent of this 
class made frequent visits to Washing 
ton for personal conferences with con 
gressmen aud officials. 
He would cite 
his own plantation as evidence of the 
perfect protection which was afforded 
by the Spanish authorities and in con 
travention of the stories of the damage? 
which the insurgents were able to inflict. 
Notwithstanding these assurances thi? 
American planter has put iii a heavy 
bill for losses to his property in the in­ 
surrection. 
As many of his letters are 
said to be on file, it may be awkward 
for him when tho lawyer come to pre­ 
sent his claim before the commission. 


Which was semi-private. 
Aguinaldo, still detained in an apart­ 
ment of the Malacftii.m palace ami 
awaiting orders from Washington, had 
express,si himself as anxious to learn 
more regarding the American system of 
government and had asked Chief Justice 
Arellano to enlighten him. 
The chief 
justic e carefully explained tile various 
measures passel by the Philippine com­ 
m issio n headed bv Jndge Taft and 
showed him what provisiomv,w'eremade 
for education and progress of tho nm- 
nkdpal and provincial self government. 
Listening with deep interest, Aguinaldo 
finally exclaimed:

A m e r ica n s 
w o u ld Is* so fa ir an d lib e r a l.” 
Before the conversation had ended he 
had agreed to take tho oath of allegi­ 
ance, aud this was immediately admin­ 
istered. 
Senor Arellano says: 
“ Aguinaldo'* action will induce all 
the insurgents to surrender and I pre­ 
dict that the islands will bo completely 
pacified by June. 
Aguinaldo Is eager 
to v isir till* United States, hut when I 
questioned him on the subject of hold­ 
ing office lie replied that he had no de­ 
sires iii that direction and intended to 
retire to private life after a trip to the 
Uuitod States.” 
It is reported here that President Mc­ 
Kinley has invited Aguinaldo to visit 
the United States and that the former 
insurgent leader may sail from Manila 
April 15. 
General MacArthur, when questioned 
regarding the rumor, said he had abso­ 
lutely nothing to communicate.
